BOISE, March 9 (fP) — ^The harmony which Gov, Charles C. 
Goasett aaked in his openinfi: meaaage to the legislature t^vo 
monthB ago and whicli aurvived more or less intact through- 
out most of the 60 days, wna shattered just before adjourn- 
ment of the Besaion today, by an abortive Republican revolt 
against Gossett's atatc tax commission appointments. 
, Senate president pro-tempore J^Elmer Williams, R., Bing- 
ham, leader of the majority party in the senate, held the 
upper house Republicans in caucus more than an hour 
aUernpt to get "an adverse vote on the Jour appointments. 

When he failed to convince the caucus, VViltiama carried hia 
battle to the floor of the senate shouting: "If this commiB- 
aion. doesn't do a good job, it's not the fault of the senate. 
The senate was not consulted in the appointments. ' 
But after the fireworka 



had died dovm, Williams vot- 
ed with the rest of the sena- 
tors for unanimous confirma- 
tion of Ed D. Baird of Boise, 
E. F. McDormott of Idaho 
Falls, Lloyd Fenn of Kooakia 
and Joseph H. Ncttleton of 
Murphy. Baird, a Democrat, 
and Fenn, a Republican, have 
six year terms, McDermott, 
Republican, has t\vo years and 
Nettleton, a Democrat, four 
years.

Nazi accounts said tho red 
army has broken into the 
heart of and apparently od- 
circled Kueatrin, main anchor 
of the last-ditch stand Oder 
line before tho capital. 

Kuestrln lies 38 miles cast 
of Berlin, but the Germans 
conccdra that the red army 
■was only 29 miles away from 
the capital at the bend of tho 
Oder northwest of Kucstrin 
and 33 miles away Houtbwest 
of Kucstrin.

Adolf Hitler has Just reUuned 
from a visit to the Oder front some 
30 miles from Serlln, nad broad- 
casts said as the decisive battle for 
the eastern approaches to (ha cap- 
ital began.

Nazis Again 
Admit Gains 
By Enemies 

PARIS, March 9 {/P) — ^The American first army steadily; 
reinforced and built up its Rhine bridgehead today at a point 
south of Cologne which the Germans said was Rcmagen, 'STT 
miles southwest of Berlin. RcmaKen is midway between in* 
vested Bonn ond threatened Coblenz. ' 

Tho Berlin radio said: 

"At Bemagcn, the Americans aucccoded m crossins-to thtf 
eastern bank of the Rhine. These relatively weak U. Si A<. 
forces could penetrate on the eastern bafik of the Rhine, l^h* : 
advance guards were, however, halted by German bolt'poai-^ 
tions before the town of Linz." ' 
Linz is three miles eaat of Renugcn, where the Ludendorff 
rail bridge was reported intact only two days ago. 

This much was known, however, through the more than 
45 shrouded hours since tho infantry crossed at 3:5D f. ta. . 
Wednesday in ono of tha greatest mUltary strokes since the 
Invasion of Normandy:

IWO AND BEfiCHTESGADEN 
' By coincidence, our army air lorce bombera 
: made their lirat business trip to Berchtes- 
' gadcn, Oormany, on a day when the marines 

tvero m the midst ot the bloody bnttlo ol 
' Iwo Island across the world In tho Pacific. 

Thus vro wcro renllndcd that the leAsons 
* and techniques being learned on Iwo, one of 
, tho moat florcely defended spots of earth on 

tho face of the globe, may one day bo applied 
' to that other tiny portion of our planet where 

Hitler and the remnants of his bond may 
'have to bo dug out from behind tlielr bristling 

defenses. 

It appears that the successful landing on 
■ Iwo was possible largely because of the 
lessons learned at Tarawa. Iwo has been a 
.fiercer battle than Tarawa. The Initial losses 
-were higher, but they were expected. The 
istratcglsts who planned the attack luncw that 
a high price for this crucial dot on the map 
-was Inevitable, however reluctant they may 
.have been to commit tho lives of gallant 
fighters In payment. 

Tarawa was a surprise In the strength 
of the Japs' defenses, tho fierceness of their 
resistance, and their ability to withstand the 
heavy bombing and ahelllng. But Tarawa's 
lesson was reflected In the 74 successive days 
of air bombardment, Joined In the lost three 
'by naval batteries, which punished Iwo before 
tho landings were attempted. 

This time the marines were not surprised 
to find the Japs allvo and fighting. They were 
allvo because they, too, had learned some les- 
sons and tiad exploited a frlehdly terrain to 
the utmost in fortifying their volcanic rock. 

The defense of Iwo Is no mere preview of 
the Japs' defense of their homeland. Oeo- 
graphlcally, Iwo Is the homeland— not a pre- 
carious conquest like Ouadalcanol or even 
iiuzon, but part of tho Inner circle of Japan's 
lAland possessions. 

Iwo Is the beginning of the end, the end of 
the home island's security from sicy, sea and 
land attacks. How ever long Japan may hold 
out on tho Asiatic mainland, the loss of 
Xwo iheans the beginning In Incessant 
bombing. 

"But If Iwo Is the beglnnhig of the end, 
Berchtesgaden will probably be the end it- 
self. A last stand there Is only conjecture, 
but many signs Indicate It — tho reports ot 
elaborate preparations, tho growing peril to 
Germany's northern cities, the stubborn Oer- 
mand stand In Italy, the physical advantage 
ol defensive war In tho Bavarian Alps, the 
likelihood that Hitler and his gang will fight 
desperately for their lives when all hope of 
victory Is gone. 

Berchtesgaden Is no Iwo, and tho Alps 
aren't the Pacific. But the problems may not 
bB too dissimilar. Bo perhaps Iwo'a "eight 
square miles of hell," iphere skill and courage 
matched crafty defenses and desperate, 
fanatical fury, may bo remembered to advan- 
tage U tho rats of nazidom aro finally cor- 
nered Bt Berchtesgaden.

Uan ot Italians In liberated Italy 
has Improved during tho post year, 
there can be no doubt. This Im- 
provement has been due to the or- 
ganlzatlon and 
supplies furnished 
by the '■■ 
through the allied 
commission. 

Now, while the 
commission la go- 
ing through tho 
motlona of turn- 
ing over responsl- 
blUty to tho Ital- 
ian government, 
tlie major effort 
ol dtilrlbu 
and organlEntJon 
la aUll likely to fall on tho British 
and Americans. Recently Harold 
MacMlllan, chairman of tho com- 
mission, announced restoration ot 
virtually full powers to the Italian 
government, with only a limited 
right to veto resented to tho allies. 
How this will work out remains to 
bo seen. 

Those who hava been wrestling 
With the problem of putting a work- 
oble system together tii . southern 
Italy remain skeptical. These men 
-American and British officers who 
have had to meet day-to-day neces- 
sities— feet strongly that much of 
the criticism directed against ttiem 
has Ixen unfair. Tlicy have dono 
Job ot major proportions again 
heavy odds and have got lltUc credit 
for It. 

The crltldsm Ignored the diffi- 
culties of getting the distribution 
system started again. That Is tiie 
some problem that exists In rrnnce 
today. mlUtaty. men pomi ' 
It Is being solved there an quickly 
as possible. The distribution of 
thousands ol tons ot food In a 
shattered country is no easy Job. 
Those who look at It from a long 
way oft tend to overslmpllly the task 
to a ridiculous extent. 

Today, according to an autliorlta- 
. greater tonnage U be- 
ing brought--lnto Italy each month 
lor civilians than Is being 
brought In tor the war effort. This 
Includes thousands of tons of food. 

Includes medical supplies to fight 
typhus. 

Members ot tho allied commission 
proud of the work done by offl. 
cciB who movi Into Italian villages 
only three or four hours otter ths 
□eimans have moved out. They 
often take great physical risks In 
appraising the needs of newly lib- 
erated commuiUtles and In starting 
tha distribution of neccsslUes. 

Some, Ilka LleuL-CoL Frank Tos- 
canl In Florence, have proved them- 
selTcs extraordinarily able Ux dealing 
with the Italian populaUon. It was 
Tcaeanl who suggested titt char- 
acter of Mojor Joppolo In "A Bell lor 
Adano," by John Hen^, which Is 



now a hit play in New York and Is 
soon beUig made Into a movie.' Tos- 
canl. who was a $3.0D0-a-ycar clerk 
In tho New York City civil service 
before the'wnr, has now returned to 
tho USA for a brief leave, dui 
whlcli he will appear at a pcrfoi 
onco of tho play to bo put on 
President Roosevelt, 

Such men have worked endlessly, 
often against seemingly insuperable 
odds. Italians have expected far 
more tlun was reasonablo to expect. 
This grows not so much out of ex- 
plicit proffltscs made In propaganda 
beamed to Italy before the Invasion 
as from the Implied promise con- 
tained In America's boundless weslth 
and seneroslty. ITils Is i 
phenomenon throughout Europe— 
Uio expectation that, with 
boundless resources, we con 
broken Europe together ogali;. 

Ttic bread ration In Italy has 
recently been Increased. While 
statistics ore doubtful In the present 
disorganized state ot the counlr}',, 
most observers ogree that there lias 
been a marked drop In Intant mor- 
tality during the past year. 

In Naples, which was n poverty- 
ridden city before the war and suf- 
fered heavily In the battle tor Its 
liberation, there Is. today virtually 
typhus. A year ago, there were 
35,000 cases and several thousand 
deaths. 

Vaccine and the Invaluable DDT 
powder, used under the direction 
of the American typhus commission, 
have brought about this miraculous 
change. Neopolltona and Itallana In 
other cities may not bo able f " " ' 
loap for baths but they can 
dolly lor a free dusting with DDT, 
which kills Uce and keepa * 
typhus. 

The typhus commission, under 
Brig- a en. Leon A. Pox, Is now inltl- 
aimg the eame work In Yugoslavia. 
The work of this commission Is one 
of tho remarkable untold stories of 
it Is characteristic of the 
quiet, efficient way ttiat tlie army 
carries forward in the wake ot 
battle, often with little recognition 
even within the ravaged country.

Her conduct 
In the brief Ilghthig'wtr In WO 
was not comparable to that of the 
Russians when their horn eUnd was 
attacked a year later nor to ths 
tenacity ot the Oermana In recent 
weeks. ■ Heporlera who covered the 
rout wrote that French army units 
were Intimidated by the mere noise 
el the- Stukos and that the soldier' 
ot 1B40 wu no worthy son of the 
father who held Verdun hi IBIS. 
Her communists, now so oftldous 
and palrloUo. were saboteurs In 
Industries imd traitors In 
ormy. Her polltlca am] her press 
were corrupt and It Is no thanks to 
France that HlUer tailed lo push 
on to England after Dunkirk and 
wind It all up m a hurry.

Few 
supervisors go Into classrooms to 
teach. Most ot them go to take notes 
on what the weary harassed teacher 
is Hying to do. "nieii they go to 
the office and wrlt« endless reporU. 
deUll Initnictlons, and send tho 
heap lo the dliiuited teacher who 
stlcki It In the bottom drawer and 
mutters a malediction, upon It and 
upon the author. I have seen this 
and experienced It often. 

A supervUor should b« a master 
tescher. not a tjpist and a mlmeo- 
sraphUt Any tviA t«acher knows 
that handing a pupil ft printed sheet 
of Instruction U about the poorest 
way ot teaching that could bo dis- 
covered. It la sn easy way out lor 
tho teacher, a sop to conscience. It 
looks good on the records, but It U 
ot little whole»)me service to any- 
body. Supervisors should be master 
Machera and thtlr ploco is In the 
clBssrocm beside the teacher work- 
ing *1th her. not In the office writ- 
ing plana, papers with endless head- 



ings; sprinkled with the lirat 10 
letters ol tho alphabet. 

Supervisors In the main are pc<>- 
plo who wanted to get out ot ctaas- 
roomi to be free of the tcrttaUons of 
the classroom, of tho friction of 
tho children on their nerves, 
tho weight ot the aupcrvlsora 
their minds. Once they pass their 
examinations, they do no more 
teaching. They write notes and 
keep records. They need secretaries, 
and the secretaries need clerks, and 
they all need paper, typewriters and 
mimeographs- ITie lone teacher lac- 
ing a big restless uneasy, rebellious 
group ot youngstert needs help, ac- 
tual, personal physical help Irom 
the master teacher who can and 
who does lake over and leach. 

The first question a candidate for 
Bupervlsorahlp should be asked, and 
then made to prove, is "Can you 
teach teachers?" No typewrller, no 
mlmsograph will take the place ot 
the mssler teacher. Less office work 
wid mote classroom -work it needed,
